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Indoor Season Preview

The up-coming 1961 indoor season probably will be one of diversity. 
The greatest contrast with the past will come in New York City where at Madi- 
son Square Garden most of the big meets will be shifted from Saturday to Fri- 
day nights, 

In the past there has been an occasional meet on a non-Saturday date, 
but never so many, At this early date it is hard to assess the change it will 
cause in participation, It can only be speculated that some athletes who have 
jobs will not be able to travel on Fridays. Some colleges will not let their 
Students have successive Fridays off, If that happens then the New York meets 
will become provincial in character. 

However, one distinct part of the indoor season will be the great in- 
crease in the number of meets in different parts of the country with several of 
them on conflicting dates. The success of two meets on the same day last year 
proved that the U.S. can support more than one track meet on a given day. The 
net effect of more meets will be a greater opportunity of competition for more 
athletes. There will be two meets in Winnipeg, Canada, two in Portland, Oregon, 
and if Louisville can straighten out its financing, one there plus repeats of the 
meets in Los Angeles and Baltimore. 

The difference in the 1961 season will be evident on January 14th when 
the season gets into full swing with two meets a continent apart, one in Boston 
and the other in Portland. Since these meets will be the key that opens the sea- 
son, let's take a glance at them. In Boston the sprints will have Olympians 
Frank Budd and Paul Winder while in the mile veteran Phil Coleman will be 
challenged by Marine Pete Close, who gained valuable experience in late 
summer running in Europe, Fred Norris, the 39-year-old English freshman 
at McNeese State in Louisiana, will provide the foreign flavor in the distance 
run against home-grown Bob Lowe of Brown and Tom Laris of Dartmouth. The 
hurdles will be minus Olympic champion Lee Calhoun, who retired along with 
Tom Murphy, but Hayes Jones and Willie May will keep things hot. Tom Carroll 
is expected to have his hands full with Jim Dupree in the 1, 000 and Carroll's 
Yale teammate, Jim Stack, second ranked in the 600 last year, will defend his 
title. Mel Schwarz and Jerry Welbourn are lined up in the pole vault and Don 
Bragg is a possibility. 

In Portland Olympic champion Murray Halberg will meet Laszlo Tabori, 
Max Truex and Bill Dellinger at two miles in what may be the New Zealander's 
only appearance in this country. The mile will see Dyrol Burleson meet old 
rival Jim Beatty and Archie San Romani, a transfer from Wichita to Oregon, 
may drop down to the 1, 000 to challenge Jim Grelle. Roscoe Cook and Harry 
Jerome should mix it in the sprints while Otis Davis will test his new found 
confidence against Eddie Southern in the 500, 

Since indoor track is becoming more diverse in the nation, perhaps a 
section by section picture will provide a better look at the makeup of the sea- 
son. In the East, the big question is which meet will have John Thomas, Al- 
though not the Olympic champion, he is still the world record holder and a 
consistent seven-footer and he opened his season impressively on Dec, 16 
by jumping 7'13" at Cambridge, Mass. Ed Flanagan, Boston University coach, 
and Thomas have resisted promotional overtures from coast to coast and 
throughout the world. Thomas will be confined to the school's normal dual 
meet schedule plus appearances in the two Boston meets, the Natiogal AAU 
and the IC4A championships. The only Friday night meet he is scheduled tc 
make will be the New York A.C. Games. Bob Gardner of the New York A.C. 
and the Quantico Marines will be the mainstay in the high jump in the ab- 
sence of Thomas. Quantico has other good talent in addition to Close and 
Gardner. Also at Quantico are sprinter Ed Collymore, former Duke miler 
Cary Weisiger and former Nebraska distance runner Joe American Horse. 

Turning to the collegiate scene, it is expected that Villanova will rule 
the roost with the return of sprinters Budd and Paul Drayton. A strong 
sophomore contingent led by Alan Jackman, who is hailed as another Charley 
Jenkins, will be too much for the rest of the IC4A, although Manhattan and 
Yale are ready to gtve Jim Elliott's crew some battles over the mile relay 
distance. Manhattan has a big three combination in Art Evans, Kye Courtney 
and Larry St. Clair, which will form the nucleus of both the one mile and two- 
mile relay teams, These duties will limit their cup racing in the middle dis- 
tances, If Yale can get healthy and stay that way, the one-two combination of 
Carroll and Jim Stack should be a tough relay punch. Fordham has the makings 
of a crack two-mile relay outfit reminiscent of the Tom Courtney era in Frank 
Tomeo and Doug Tynan, both sub 1:53, 0 men. Tomeo looms as another tough, 
gutty runner like Courtney, 

In the individual scheme, St. John's will toss in their fine board runner, 
Art Crichlow, who is a tough man at 500 to 600 yards. New York University has 
freshman Gary Gubner in the shot but he will receive stiff competition from 
Jerry Monkofsky of the New York Pioneer Club and Joe Marchiony. Coach Joe 
‘McCluskey of the New York A.C, reports that veteran Bob Backus has been 
throwing the 35-pound weight around 71 feet in practice and that Al Hall and 
Stu Thomson have completed an extensive weight lifting session of training. An 
unknown quantity is Emilio Torres of the Bruce Track Club, Cuban record holder 
at 400, 800 and 1500 meters,

Johnson Named Best 


Rafer Johnson, world record breaker and Olympic champ in the decathlon, 
is 1960's track and field athlete of the year according to the Track & Field News 
selection board. 

With top honors going to a decathlon man, the board, consisting of the 
editors and senior contributors, also named Herb Elliott as the world's number 
one track athlete and Ralph Boston and Jozef Schmidt as field athletes of the year. 

Other selections: U.S., Johnson; U.S. track, Otis Davis; U.S. field, 
Boston. European: Schmidt; European track, Pyotr Bolotnikov; U.S. club: Johnson;

World Ranking Review 


For the first time in the 14 year history of the T&FN World Ranking the 
United States failed to place a leader in any of the flat races. The U.S. total 
of eight top ranked athletes is an increase of one over last year, but represents 
a sizeable drop from the 13 of the past two Olympic years, 1956 and 1952, 

Complete rankings are found on the inside, along with an explanation of 
the system used by our veterans rankers, associate editor Dr. D. H. Potts, and 
European Editor, Dr. R. L.Quercetani. 

Only four athletes were able to repeat their 1959 first place rankings-- 
Pyotr Bolotnikov in the 10,000, Don Bragg in the vault, Janusz Sidlo in the jave- 
lin and Vasiliy Rudenkov in the hammer. But seven others of the 19 leaders 
are no strangers to the rating of world best. Herb Elliott, Glenn Davis, Zdzis- 
law Krzyszkowiak, Jozef Schmidt and Rafer Johnson all led their events in 1958 
while Bill Nieder last appeared in 1957 and Al Oerter in 1956, 

Krzyszkowiak. the only man ever to lead three different events, was the 
only athlete this year to place in three, adding a third in the 3-mile--5000 and a 
seventh in the six mile-10, 000 to his steeplechase first, Four leaders--Elliott, 
G. Davis, Schmidt and Johnson--were unbeaten in their specialties, as was Gert 
Potgieter, No. 2 man in the intermediates but out of the Olympics on an injury.

The Houston distance unit is expected to swing inte action on Jan. 7 in 
the All-Eastern meet at Baltimore with Al Lawrence, two mile record holder, 
-John Macy, Barrie Almond and Pat Clohessy. Later in the season, the reluc- 
tant Peter McArdle of the New York A.C. may be persuaded to run on the 
boards to give them some competition. Laris and Lowe are billed by their 
coaches as regular sub-nine minute two milers. Bill Johnson of Maryland should 
be the king pin of Eastern hurdlers with the veteran Charlie Pratt still in the 
thick of it. If Irv Roberson's campaign among meet directors ever bears fruit, 
he should be a regular winner in the broad jump althorgh Mike Herman will 
give him a scare. However, Roberson'‘s plea for broad jump events will prob- 
ably fall on deaf ears. 

Since the Midwest starts later than the rest of the nation, let's skip to 
the opposite coast. The Bill Bowerman stable of fine distance runners will see 
action in Portland and Los Angeles. The Santa Clara Valley Youth Village has 
Beatty and Tabori while Max Truex will help keep the pace moving to provide 
some fine distance running for West Coast fans. Erni¢ Cunliffe will do some 
indoor racing while Ron Morris will challenge Bragg. The shot put should prove 
quite exciting with Parry O'Brien renouncing retirement but Dallas Long and 
Dave Davis won't make it easy for the two-time Olympic champion. 

In the Big Ten, Michigan should take the conference title with ease to 
repeat from last year. Ben McRae in the hurdles along with sophomore Dave 
Raimey, Tom Robinson in the sprints, Ergas Leps in the mile and 1, 000 and 
all-around man Dick Cephas give the Wolverines an almost intact team. The 
only loss is scholastic casualty Tony Seth. Although Robinson took Big Ten 
honors in the sprints, Indiana's Eddie Miles was top ranked and as a junior 
should be more experienced. Iowa has some new talent available in 6'83" 
high jumper Felton Rogers and middle distance man Ralph Trimble. Jim 
Tucker will give the Hawkeyes some distance strength and footballer Sam 
Harris will help balance in the sprint departments. Purdue's hopes will be 
with Dave Mills, who was the victim of injuries last year. Ohio State should 
monopolize in the shot put with Ron Weldy, Sam Tidmore and George Mirka 
and Illinois lost ahorde of top runners including George Kerr, who may see 
some board action. Ken Brown, the conference two-mile champion, will mix 
in with Michigan State's fine distance corps of Billy Reynolds, Gerry Young 
and Clayton Ward. Minnesota has a tremendous hurdles combination in 
Dave Odegard and Russ Pedersen, 

The University of Chicago Track Club will be strongly represented 
by Phil Coleman and May. Coleman probably will miss the Friday night miles 
because of academic work in Champaign but will be réady on Saturdays. May, 
who came fast last year, will try to overeome Hayes Jones‘ explosive start 
in the hurdles. Ernie Billups should see more action in the 1, 000 this year 
while Charlie Tidwell, although finished at Kansas, may see some board 
action. Ron Gregory and Dick Pond should do some miling and Ron is already 
booked for Winnipeg as is Deacon Jones, who promises to redeem himself 
for last season's bad showing. A new team to be reckoned with is Southern 
Illinois, which has one of the best freshmen teams in the nation. However, 
three ineligible men will be highly sought by meet promoters. Dupree should 
be rough in the 1, 000 while the Styron twins, Dave and Don, can go in both 
the sprints and hurdles. 

The Big Eight no longer belongs to Kansas as the surging strength of 
Oklahoma becomes more evident each year. The Sooners have top-ranked 
pole vaulter J.D. Martin, Mike Lindsay, the British strongboy who should 








sprint with the best of them and is a 25-foot broad jumper to boot. Aubrey 
Dooley isthrough at Oklahoma State but he is expected to see some indoor 
action, Kansas still has a strong team with the likes of sprinter-broad jumper 
Paul Williams, hurdler Curt McClinton, miler Bill Dotson and distance man 
Billy Mills. Oklahoma State has lost Dooley and Miles Eisenman but sopho- 
more John Haraughty, who ran 9:19, 8 as a freshman, could offset some of 


the loss. 


Colorado lost Bernie Frakes in-the distances but the Buffaloes sill 
have Ted Woods in the sprints and quarter-mile, Bill Toomey in the quarter 
and broad jump and Don Meyers in the broad jump and pole vault. A sur- 
prise at Colorado could be quarter-miler Jim Heath, who has posted some 
fast times in early workouts. Nebraska will reply heavily on sophomores to 
take the place of Joe Mullins and American Horse. Ron Moore is the best with 
14,1 for the high hurdles but two good prospects, Jason Epps and Ernie Gun- 


ter, were sidelined for 


disciplinary reasons, Rounding out the conference 


will be Rex Stucker of Kansas State in the hurdles and Dan LaRose of Missouri 


in the shot put. 


In this season of change, there is only one small matter that remains 
to be mentioned. The Chicago Dailey News Relays, which was shifted con- 
siderably during its 25 years, will celebrate its silver anniversary with a 
move to the new Chicago Hall near Jackson Park, but it will still be the same 


hyper-fast track.

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 26 -—- Freshman Joe Thomas of Southern I]linois 
surprised the field today by setting a meet record of 20:39. 0 for four miles 
at the N.A.I.A. cross country championships. 

Thomas, from Uniontown, Pa,, not only beat runnerup Ear! Detrick 
of Graceland College in Iowa by 16 seconds but led the Salukis to the team 
title in their first season under Coach Lew Hartzog. Southern Illinois had 
little trouble winning, packing its five runners into the first 14 finishers for 


only 37 points. Graceland was a distant

Thomas, other Southern Illinois scorers were John Flamer in third, Alan 
Gelso in eighth, Gary Coffman in 13th and Don Trowbridge in 14th. The 
Salukis had such good depth that their sixth and seventh men, Don Hequem- 
borg and Fred Arnold, finished before the fourth Graceland man, 

Howard Payne of Texas was third in the team standings with 105 
points while fourth went to Mankato State of Minnesota with 117 points.

Many of last year's top junior college athletes have moved on to senior 
colleges with Oregon State and San Jose State coming up with some very good 
talent. 

Oregon State claimed five junior college athletes from California, four 
runners and a pole vaulter. The biggest name is Dale Story, who ran 1:52, 3, 
4:13. 7 and 9:14, 6 at Santa Ana in 1960, Others at Oregon State are Norm Mon- 
roe, who ran 46, 8 at Compton in 1959, Bob Johnson, a 48, 0 quarter-miler from 
Glendale, Jerry Brady, a 1:51. 8 half miler from Chaffey and Jerry Betz, a 14- 
foot pole vaulter from Los Angeles Valley J.C. 

San Jose State landed four big names, including Harry Edwards, a 6'83", 
245-pound youngster who set a national junior college discus record of 171'83" 
at Fresno last spring. Also at San Jose are Jamaican Dennis Johnson, a 9,5, 

21, Omt and 47.6m sprinter from Bakersfield, Tom Lile, a 1:51. 7 half miler 
from Antelope Valley and Gene Zubrinsky, the 6'83" high jumper from Glendale. 

Two Santa Ana J.C. athletes, Larry Stuart and Doug Stoner, went to Kan- 
sas, Stuart set a national j.c. javelin record of 247'5" last spring and Stoner 
threw the discus 165'8$", Bill Buchanan, national junior college shot put record 
holder at 57'", moved from Yakima Valley J.C. in Washington to the University 
of Washington and Mike Gaetcher, a 9,6 sprinter at Clark J.C., also in Wash- 
ington, went to Oregon, Gaston Green, who tied the national junior college high 
hurdles record of 14.0 while at Los Angeles City College, is now at Arizona 
State and Dennis Haserot, a 4:21.5 miler from East Los Angeles, is now at- 
tending Southern California. 

Several schools came up with outstanding foreign athletes, with Houston 
and Oregon State heading the list. Houston landed two more Australians, Geoff 
Walker and Bob Cozens. Walker ran 8:55, 0 in the steeplechase and 13:49, 2 in 
the three miles last year while Cozens is a 1:51.5 half miler. Coach Sam Bell 
at Oregon State has Canadian Olympic sprinters George Short and Lynn Eves 
while McNeese State in Louisiana has Fred Norris, the 39-year-old two-time 
Olympian from England, who recently placed second in the National AAU cross 
country meet. A distance runner highly rated in the East is Steve Machooka of 
Cornell, who recently won the IC4A freshman race at Van Cortlandt Park, Ma- 
chooka is from Kenya and he's impressed many coaches, including Carlton 
Crowell of Army, who said: 'Machooka is undoubtedly one of the outstanding 
distance prospects in the country,"

The year 1960 was one of glorious achievement, the greatest year, with- 
out doubt, in track history. Changes were made throughout the entire spectrum 
of the world record list. Names of 1960 athletes were added to that list in all 
nine field events (including the decathlon), four relays, and all of the metric 
track runs except the 800, 3000, 5000 and 400 hurdles. 

Statistics, however, cannot summarize a whole year; we must remember 
the athletes who created those statistics. One way of remembering is to com- 
pare all these athletes and their statistics in the form of superlatives, This I 
shall do by expressing my personal opinion as follows: 

GREATEST THRILL to me, personally, came from Max Truex's amaz- 
ing 10,000 meters at the Olympics. I have analyzed this type of thrill and this 
is the formula: (1) An athlete I like, (2) up against obviously insurmountable 
odds, (3) comes through with a performance supposedly above and beyond his 
capabilities. Mighty Max did so. 

BIGGEST FAILURE has to be Gordon Pirie, who failed miserably in a 
qualifying heat of the Olympic 5000. The Pirie I saw in London a month earlier, 
blazing a last lap in 54.6, would have won the 5000 final at Rome. 

GREATEST RACE was surely the Olympic 400 meters, where a pale- 
skinned, white-clad German gained five yards in the stretch against a blue- 
shirted American Negro, and lost by inches in the fantastic time of 44, 9. 

GREATEST FIELD EVENT COMPETITION was probably the Olympic 
broad jump, where four men leaped 26'3" or better and the issue was in doubt 
until the very last measurement, The Olympic high jump was also superlative, 
with four men over seven feet for the first time. 

BEST COMEBACK of 1960 must be that of Zdzislaw Krzyszkowiak, a 
dark-haired veteran in the faded red of Poland. He was a sensation in 1958, a 
failure in 1959, and world record holder and Olympic champion in 1960. 

GREATEST IMPROVEMENT in 1960 was made by Stone Johnson, unheard 
of in 1959 and a world record breaker in 1960. 

BEST SINGLE PERFORMANCE on the track was probably Pyotr Bolotni- 
kov's 28:18.8 for 10,000 meters, although the Kuts-like Russian has stiff com- 
petition from Otis Davis's 44.9, Herb Elliott's 3:35.6, Lee Calhoun's 13, 2, and 
possibly from Peter Snell's 1:44,8 relay leg. On the field it is a matter of choos- 
ing the best world record. Ican only make a choice by taking the mark which 
surpassed the next best competition by the greatest percentage, which would be 
Bill Nieder's 65'10" shot put. On the same shaky basis, Nieder's mark betters 
Bolotnikov' s, 

GREATEST CLUTCH PERFORMANCE could be pasted on any of the Olym- 
pic victories, but let's not overlook losing efforts by Bo Roberson, Willie May, 
Les Carney, Carl Kaufmann, Dick Cochran, Dave Sime, and too many others to 
judge. 

COACH OF THE YEAR is impossible to choose, justly, but some coaches 
did remarkable jobs. I would like to commend the coach of the Russian high 
jumpers, the German head coach, Ed Temple of the U.S. girls from Tennesse 
State, and Arthur Lydiard of New Zealand, coach of Murray Halberg, Peter 
Snell, and Barry McGee. Ducky Drake of UCLA deserves special commendation 
for coaching decathlon sensations Rafer Johnson and C, K. Yang plus some 
great clutch performers on his third-place team in the NCAA (including Jim 

Johnson's high hurdle victory and a 2-3 finish in the 1500 meters), But for sheer 
success I have to hand it to Bill Easton of Kansas, not only for his NCAA champ- 
ionship team, which included world record breaker Bill Alley, silver medalist 
Cliff Cushman, and might-have-won sprinter Charlie Tidwell, but for his two 
graduates at Rome--winners Al Oerter and Bill Nieder. 

HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETE OF THE YEAR should be Gary Gubner, who 
put the 16 pound shot 56'93. For best track man, it was close between Hubie 
Watson and Don Webster, both of whom made the AAU finals. 

BEST WOMAN ATHLETE--That's easy: Rudolph, the dark-nosed 
run-dear, 

BEST FRESHMAN ATHLETE brings to mind Joe Faust, the 7-foot high 
jumper from Oxy, but Harry Jerome's 10 flat 100 meters and his 9. 4 victory 
over Norton and Smith rate him the edge. If we count the decathlon, then we

have to hand the honor to UCLA frosh C. K. Yang. 

BEST COLLEGE ATHLETE should be decided on the basis of collegiate 
competition. If so, the best trackman was Tidwell, a double winner in the NCAA 
sprints, and the best field man was undoubtedly John Thomas, who rates superior- 
ity over Tidwell. 

BEST U.S. ATHLETE poses a problem. Among the trackmen I'd narrow 
it down to Otis Davis, Lee Calhoun, and Glenn Davis, Otis Davis won that great 
44,9 race at Rome, but he barely made the U.S. team. Lee Calhoun tied the 
world record with his 13, 2 at Bern, but he almost lost his Olympic title and he 
was beaten in the AAU. Glenn Davis did not lose a race, but neither did he 
break a world record. If I consider his 22,5 at Bern, which tied the best ever 
mark for 200 meter hurdles around a curve, plus his fine 400 meter running 
(Olympic relay, plus his 45.5 400 meter victory over Otis Davis, among others) 
then I must rate him the best U.S. track athlete of the year. 

On the field, the problem is also difficult. I have to choose between John 
Thomas, incomparable except at the Olympics; Hal Connolly, who paralleled 
Thomas; plus three Olympic champs who also broke world records--Don Bragg, 
Ralph Boston, and Bill Nieder. Boston and Nieder are ruled out because of de- 
feats in important meets, which also rules out Olympic losers Thomas and Con- 
nolly. This leaves Bragg the best field event man. 

We had, however, one man who competed both on the track and on the 
field, and as an undefeated champion and world record holder I choose, as the 
best U.S. athlete, Rafer Johnson. 

BEST FOREIGN ATHLETE is not quite so difficult. On the track the 
choice is among Krzyszkowiak, Bolotnikov and Elliott. I find it difficult to pick 
from the latter two, and so I'll call it a tie, On the field there is one standout-- 
Jozef Schmidt of Poland, who has a remarkable record. In addition to winning 
consistently and being the only 55-footer in history, Schmidt had two more leaps 
over 55 in the Olympics, where it counts most. 

BEST ATHLETE OF THE YEAR competition comes down to Schmidt or 
Rafer Johnson, Both won Olympic titles, broke world records, and went unbeaten 
through strong competition. But Johnson was nearly beaten at Rome in spite of 
his far greater potential, and so I'll give my vote to Jozef Schmidt, an athlete 
who impressed me as one of the all-time greats. 

As mentioned before, this is a difficult choice for me to make, and I 
hope you readers who are already planning to write protests will be able to give 
me good reasons for another choice.

Culver City Near Record 


Culver City, Calif., high school just missed the team record and Danny 
Murphy of Mira Costa, Manhattan Beach, Calif., set a national prep record to 
feature the fourth annual national two-mile team race postal competition under 
the sponsorship of Track & Field News. 

Bill O'Rourke's Culver City quintet averaged 9:52. 3 in running 49:21. 2. 
IMira Costa set the record at 49:20. 6 last year and finished second this time with 
49:28.8. In the roughest competition yet, Clayton Valley of Concord, Calif. was 
third with 49:51. 6, the fifth team in history to break the magic 50 minutes. 

Murphy won individual honors with 9:24. 8 but his new national high school 
record is 9:25.5. His 9:24.8 was made against no outside competition and can- 
not be considered for approval as a national mark. But the 9:25.5, turned in in 
a triangular meet where Mira Costa won its second place, undoubtedly will be 
recognized, replacing the 9:26.5 set by Dave Boore of Los Altos, Calif., in 1959. 

A close second was the Culver City leadman, Doug Calhoun, who was 
under 9:30 twice with a best of 9:27.3, Eleven others bettered 9:45 and 39 were 
under 10 minutes, an increase over the record 27 of 1959. 

Fifteen states and 82 schools competed. Both represented new highs, 
bettering the figures of 12 and 59 set last year.
